A remarkably curious experiment 
may be performed with any ordinary 
gramophone. The sound-box is reversed 
so that the needle slopes the other way, 
enabling the disc to be turned back- 
wards by the finger being placed near 
the center. The effect produced is ex- 
tremely astonishing. You hear the 
human voice singing songs backwards; 
you hear the harmony of Wagner 
backwards; plain English sounds like 
a Chinese language. The most remark- 
able effect is perhaps to play a chime of 
bells in this reversed manner. The 
sound rushes up and up—but there is 
never a single strike or clash of a bell; 
the strike on the ear is reversed, and is 
nothing but a sharp cessation of 
sound.”—From the Strand.

About three hundred years ago Taiko 
Hideyoshi, the celebrated Japanese 
conqueror, invaded Korea. During 
many victorious fights so great a number 
of Koreans were slain that Taiko 
ordered his soldiers to bring home the 
ears and noses of the enemies instead of 
the more usual trophies of heads.

Save Your Wood Ashes 


The. United States Department of 
Agriculture is preaching conservation 
these days. It suggests, among other 
things, that ashes from wood fires 
should be carefully saved during the 
winter, that they may be applied in the 
spring as a fertilizer. Potash, as it has 
been received in the past from Germany, 
will be far from plentiful next year and 
means must be found in this country to 
make up for the loss of the imported 
plant food. The wood ashes are es- 
pecially rich in potash, but to conserve 
this valuable element. they must be 
stored away, as they accumulate, in 
some sheltered spot where they will not 
be exposed to winter rains and snows. 
Leaving them in the open means the 
leaching away of the potash ingredient. 

Not alone for this plant food are they 
of worth but, also, the department 
points out, for their mechanical action 
on the soil. They indirectly increase 
the available nitrogen of the organic 
matter and thereby give additional 
stimulus to plant life. Ashes from 
hard woods, and especially those from 
oak, elm, hickory and maple, are far 
richer in both potash and phosphorus
